Richard Stein, Borough Attorney, administered thahOof Office to Diana Kuncken as
Councilwoman.

ADMINISTRATOR'S REPORT

Budget— Administrator McNeilly reported that Dana Moon&FO, has requested a budget
meeting to be scheduled for the Mayor and CounciFebruary 7.
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Brook Behind Barry House Administrator McNeilly reported that the DPW spéhe day
cleaning/clearing the brook located on Dell Avebegind the Barry’'s home. The DPW
Superintendent reported that the brook has beanetlaip to Elizabeth Avenue and the water is
flowing in the channel and not spreading out actbesarea. Next week DPW will continue to
clear the brook from Elizabeth Avenue up to theedgbn basin in Sagamore. The basin will
also be cut and cleaned out. Councilman Murphgdsgkthis activity will be included on a
regular schedule. Administrator McNeilly statedttthis will be done on a quarterly basis. The
detention basins will be included in the mainteraplan.

Towpath Detention BasinsThe detention basin on Towpath Lane has beearntlitleared.
Additional work needs to be done as the grit rufi@ifn Brooklyn Road and vegetative debris
has decreased the depth of the basin. The seebextidn basin is in much better shape and
requires little attention. Councilman Murphy sthtkis is another example of County road
runoff that comes from the County roads onto Bolopigpperty causing problems. This causes
the Borough time and money to clean up the deldsdispose of it. Administrator McNeilly
reported that the County has informed him thateh&ran open discharge permit.

Borough Hall- The Police Chief, DPW Superintendent and the idditnator will be meeting
next week to plan the renovations to the Policedb@pent and the old Court Clerk’s Office.
The intent is to use as much in-house labor aslgessThe electric will have to be contracted
out and permits need to be issued. Councilwomarcken and Councilman Graham are
concerned about using in-house labor due to the itinvill take to complete the project should
weather or other incidents delay this project. btayaio stated that there are funds allocated
for building renovations and contracting out mayalraore efficient use of time.

NJ Transit Crossing Eric Keller, Borough Engineer, and AdministratécNeilly have been
invited to a meeting at the rail crossing for thekkoff of the NJDOT process for “quiet
crossing” designation. The County is preparinghgsons for their support and involvement
with the “quiet crossing”. The meeting will taklape onsite and then back at Borough Hall.
Administrator McNeilly asked the Mayor and Countthe Engineer needed to attend the
meeting. It was determined that Mr. McNeilly shibattend on his own.

Jimmy’s Gas Statior The lien owner has completed the foreclosuregs® and has taken
ownership. The issues with the other lien holdteusd be resolved shortly. A for-sale sign has
been posted and several parties have shown interest

County Fire Marshall- Joe Inga, Sussex County Fire Marshall, is tergtigtscheduled to make
a presentation to the Mayor and Council on Jan2dfyregarding a shared service for fire
inspections. A sample agreement has been receMednga stated that due to the fact that the
Borough is already in the State system the $15@@gehfor transfer of records would not apply
to the Borough. Currently, the State does noteosfor non-life hazard properties. Byram
Township was in the State plan and has contracteshfared services with the County. All
monies collected would go to the State who in paps the County Fire Marshall’s office for
services rendered. Much discussion took placedeyathe fee structure. The Mayor and
Council requested that Administrator McNeilly fiodt what the costs will be to the Borough
and businesses and how the fee schedule will difien what is currently in place and what
services will be offered. This information wik lveviewed prior to scheduling a meeting with
Mr. Inga. Mr. McNeilly will contact Mr. Inga andancel the presentation for January 24d
request the additional information.

COUNCIL DISCUSSION

Recycling— Mayor Maio stated that the preliminary look la¢ toudget indicates garbage costs
are going to be one of the driving factors whichl wicrease the Borough'’s efforts regarding
recycling. Mayor Maio designed a recycling flyesing information from Blue Diamond and
Borough information. All plastic items numberedrfr 1-7 are recyclable. Mayor Maio
suggested that this information be displayed abBgh Hall and copies be made available for
residents to post at home. This information wiloabe distributed to the senior citizen group,
the schools and printed in the newsletter. Theshetver will insure that every household
receives this information. There are significambds in the recycling trust, some which Bill
Storms must use for specific items, some can bd tmwerecycling. Clean Communities funds

are also available. Both of these funds are regited every year. Money in the Clean
Communities fund can be used for example to pgutdish the newsletter as long as it contains
recycling information. Councilman Graham askeduatimattery recycling. The DPW will take
car batteries. Mr. Stein stated that regular bagenow contain less amounts of mercury and can
be disposed of with regular trash. Councilwomamdden is of the opinion that this recycling
flyer is a good beginning to educate the communitythe importance of reclycling. The
Borough needs to reduce the amount of items wihrglpat into the trash. Mayor Maio received
a recycling container while at the League Confeeembich she will bring to the next meeting.
The cost for the containers is approximately $&24. The Council was in agreement that the
flyer should be distributed and added to the netvesle

Water Project Meeting- Mayor Maio stated that this project has beeapéctof discussion for
quite some time. Mayor Maio requested that tlamibe taken out of committee and discussed
with the full council at the beginning of every ntiag to redefine what the Borough wants the
scope of the project to be as it is outlined, deiee what needs to be done up front and what
portion can be scheduled for the future. Affor@atiécisions need to be made. Prior discussions
determined that an engineer should be brought ecipally for this project. Copies of the
water file have been given to the Governing Bo@puncilwoman Kuncken recollected that Mr.
Stein was the scribe at several of the water tomveetings and asked him what additional
information he may have. Councilwoman Kunckengasted contacting Mike Vance, who
chaired that committee, to see if he has notes frmmeetings. Councilman Benson had notes
from Mr. Stein dated March™and January 2along with Mr. Keller's monthly reports which
briefly mention the water tower project over anesxted period of time. The Municipal Clerk
will review the engineer’s file and copy any peetim information. Councilwoman Kuncken is
of the opinion that readdressing this issue is @dgalan. This will most likely be the largest
infrastructure project undertaken by the Borougitesithe sewer project. Mayor Maio suggested
that Bill Storms may need to be brought in on tleetimgs. Administrator McNeilly agreed that
Bill Storms’ information regarding the condition thfe system and the operators view should be
included but that it is not necessary that Mr. @attend every meeting. Mayor Maio wants to
keep this matter out of a committee environmentitad everyone is well informed on the
situation. Mr. Stein will get his file and revigve Borough'’s records to ensure all records are in
place. Councilman Murphy suggested an initial ieeib discuss the project to avoid having to
recap at the beginning of every meeting. Mayordvtaquested a 2 hour session on a Saturday
to begin the process. A meeting is scheduled &mwdry 21 at 10:00AM. The Clerk will
advertise the meeting date.

Millennium Strategies- Mayor Maio stated Millennium Strategies is a pamy that does work
for various government entities including the Bagbwof Hopatcong. The company seeks and
writes out grants. Hopatcong has used Millenniurat&gies for the past 4 years and they have
received $4 million in grant money. Hopatcong paysubstantial monthly fee of $2500 per
month for a total of $30,000 a year, but a $120,D@@stment in order to gain the $4 million
they have received is a good result. This coma®ks out grants and provides a list to their
clients. If the community has a need or interasa ispecific area they will investigate that as
well. Mayor Maio asked for the Governing Body spapval to have the Administrator set up a
meeting to find out how this process works. Colman Murphy suggested contacting Mt.
Olive to see if a shared service would be an optigih. Olive recently rehired Kathy Murphy as
a full time employee and many of Mt. Olive’s isswe applicable to Stanhope. Councilman
Graham asked if this would be an item that wouldeh@ go out to bid. Mr. Stein stated that it
is above the bid threshold and would not be exenopt the bidding process. It does not fall
into a professional service category. It may beesimaordinary unspecifiable service but the
DCA would have to be consulted. Mayor Maio regeéghat Administrator McNeilly contact
Hopatcong to see how they implemented this proceésdministrator McNeilly will set up a
meeting as soon as possible.

Plaster Mill - Councilman Murphy asked if the DPW could bedeaaing up the trees around
the Plaster Mill. Mayor Maio has concern aboutipgtpeople into that area. Mayor Maio is of
the opinion that the walls should come down tofa &vel, clean up the entire area when it is
safe, take the stones from the Plaster Mill andtrant benches out of them, have a brass plaque
made with a rendering and history of the Plastdl &fid make the area available to the public.
Councilman Murphy agrees with the Mayor’s visiordamould like to see this move forward.
Councilman Graham agrees with this action but ithefopinion that the danger is increasing.
He would like to have Bill Storms examine the ditia and determine what can be done to stop
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the trees from making the situation even worse.ydaMaio indicated that the Forester had

advised that an approved treatment which wouldabe ®r the water system should be used to
eliminate the invasive plant species in that ar@edministrator McNeilly suggested that he and

Bill Storms survey the situation and determine wdzat be done for the short term now while the
weather permits.

Brush at DPW Yard- Councilman Benson asked what the plan is forok@ng this debris.
Administrator McNeilly stated that a vendor in Psylmania is collecting it over a period of
time.

Dell Road— Councilwoman Thistleton has observed a sectiobell Road that has a large
amount of ice forming and questioned where it isnicg from. Administrator McNeilly
reported that this is a result of a homeowner'sgpomp running water out into the street. The
DPW Superintendent has spoken with the homeownerttzen owner will have to redirect the
sump pump water. Mr. Stein stated that the Borobgh an ordinance that prohibits the
discharge of sump pumps into the sewage systera.waker will have to be directed somewhere
else.

Sussex County League DinnerCouncilwoman Kuncken asked if the league waslihgl a
dinner tomorrow and if it was too late to reserveeat. The Clerk stated that an extra seat was
reserved for the newly appointed councilperson hbe/she wish to attend. Councilwoman
Kuncken will be attending.

Ordinance for Introduction [Public Hearing on Jamyw24, 2012]

Mayor Maio offered the following ordinance for iattuction:

Ordinance 2012-01 AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AND SUPPLEMENT
CHAPTER 133 OF THE CODE OF THE BOROUGH OF
STANHOPE ENTITLED “VEHICLES AND TRAFFIC” BY
ADDING A NEW ARTICLE XV ENTITLED “CLOSED
STREETS” TO PROVIDE FOR THE TEMPORARY
CLOSING OF STREETS FOR THE PUBLIC'S SAFETY

WHEREAS, The provisions of N.J.S.A. 40:67-16.9 providet tthee Governing Body of
any municipality made by ordinance authorize theyddaor other Chief Executive Officer to
provide for the closing of any street or portioerdof to motor vehicle traffic whenever he finds
that such closing is necessary for the preservatidhe public safety, health or welfare; and

WHEREAS, the Borough wishes to provide for the legal artitiido temporarily close a
street or a portion of a street when so requiredhi® public’s safety, health or welfare;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor and Council of the Borough
of Stanhope, Sussex County, New Jersey, as follows:

SECTION I. There is hereby established Article XV in Chapt&3 lof the Code of the
Borough of Stanhope to be entitled “Closed Streassfollows:

Section 133-57: Closed Streets.

The Mayor, the Borough Administrator and Chief ofi€e are hereby authorized
to order the temporary closure of any street otigornf street in the Borough to
motor vehicle traffic when, in the opinion of thealbr, Borough Administrator

or Chief of Police, the public’s safety, healthveelfare would be endangered by
the use of any such street or part thereof.

Section 133-58: Notice to the Public

Before any such street or part thereof shall beecldo motor vehicle traffic, said
closed street or part thereof shall be duly deseghas being temporarily closed
to vehicular traffic by the posting of proper netiof such closing of any street or
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portion thereof during the time the same is closddtice may be provided to the
public in any manner reasonably intended to natig/public of the closure of the
street or part thereof, including, but not limiteal the placement of warning
cones, barrels, barricades, signs or similar traféifety device used to notify the
public of the existence of a hazard or otherwisagdeaous condition on said
public street or part thereof.

Section 133-59: Penalties

Any person violating any provision of this Artickhall, upon conviction, be
punishable by a fine not exceeding $200.00.

SECTION II. When Effective:
This Ordinance shall become effective upon pasaadeublication as required by law.
